Were both refider. - in Sheſſield, and committed to York Caſtle on 
the 4th of September laſt, for robbing John Wharton, of the ſame 
place, labouret, and taking from him one baket, a ſhoulder of mut- 
ton, a pound cf tobaceo, half a ſtone of foap, ſeven pounds of but- 
ter, and ord ods, From this ſingular booty which they obtain- 
ed, it is natural to ſuppoſe that neceſſity alone had prompted them 
to the deed. But when we fee ct that inhuraun treatment and kowid 
3mprecations were me diſtinguiſhing marks of their conduct, that 
favourable fuggeition vaniſhes ; for & harton was awfully threatened 
with death itſcii, if he did not rake a Furz-nder of ALI. he had.
